The men are charged 
with having conspired to defraud the 
United States government out of 10,000 
acres of coal lands, at $10,-

The Indicted Men. 

Those indicted are:

Ball, of Muncie, Ind., said to be finanial 
backer of Frost: Duncan M. Stewart, 
of Seward, Alaska, formerly manager 
of the Southern Bank of Toronto, Can.;

There are two counts in the indict- 
ment, which is drawn under what is 
known as the conspiracy statute. The 
penalty proviced is a fine of $10,000, or 
imprisonment for two years on all 
counts. 

When Conspiracy Began. 
conspiracy began at Chicago, 
April 1, 1908, according to the indict- 
ment, and Frost, Hall, Osborne and 
Gwyn L. Francis were to have been 
the chief beneficiaries. The acquisition 
of the land, the indictment reads. was 
to be effected by “unlawful, fraudulent, 
false and collusive locations, prefer- 
ential rights to purchase and final en- 
tries and locations under the coal land 
laws.’ 

Continuing, the indictment states: 

“That by cunning persuasion and 
promises of pecuniary reward and 
other corrupt méans, divers persons, 
qualified by law to make location upon 
and entry and purchase coal lands 
Should be procured to make unlawful 
locations, ogtensibly for exclusive use 
of claimants, but in truth and fact for 
the benefit of the conspirators.” 

The indictment of Stewart came as a 
surprise, as he had been summoned as 
a witness to testify before the grand 
jury.

Tackitt, 60 years of 
age, was angered at the presenoe of 
the officers, and together with her 
Gaughters, Nannie Tackitt, aged 16, 
and Bettie Tackitt, aged 18, concluded 
they would give the officers battle.

New York, March 16.—The sudden 
departure from New York of Senor 
Limantour, the Mexican minister of 
finance, after a week of conferences 
and negotiations, the precige nature 
of which has not hitherto been clear, 
is now explained by the understanding 
that he has succeeded in effecting a 
tentative plan by which serbdstantial 
reforms are expected to be imgnediate- 
ly put in force by the Mexi¢an gov- 
ernment and, the leading iIngurrectos 
being satisfied, are to aid in the re- 
storing peace. 

Limantour Conferred With Maderos. 


The presence here at the Hotel As- 
tor of Senor Madero, the father of 
the provisional president, together 
with his three sons (brothers of the 
provisional president); the fact that 
Limantour has been through three 
generations the confidential adviser cf 
the Madero family and the fact that 
Limantour and the senior Madero 
have been in conference while impor- 
tant messages have voeen going back 
and forth from the finance minister 
to Mexico City, added significance to 
the situation. 

After his conferences with Francis- 
co Madero, Sr., Mr. Limanteur com- 
municated freely with the authorities 
at Mexico City and on Tuesday even- 
ing he received a long telegram which 
he regarded as sufficient to war 
rant him in immediately setting out 
for the capital of his country. 

The Maderes Make No Statement. 

The Maderos were askeq a number 
of pointed questions this afternoon.

THERE'S NO LAW TO PREVENT 
SHIPMENT OF ARMS TO MEXICO 
Washington, March 16.—Careful 
study of the neutrality laws has left 
the administration's advisers doubting 
gravely if the United States can pre- 
vent the shipment of arms and ammu- 
nition to the Mexican insurrectos. The 
department of justice's view of the law 
and its study of the precedents seems 
to bear out the contention as viewed 
by administration officials that the 
government can control in a measure 
the shipments of arms, dealing with 
each particular case according to the 
circumstances surrounding it, but that 
there is no general statute which flat- 

ly forbids the shipments of arms. 
While no official opinion has been 
rendered, it is understood that the de- 
partment of justice, drawing its views 
from decisions of the courts and the 
apparently unanimous opinions of the 
department in the past, takes the posi- 
tion that there is no general law to 
prohibit the shipment of arms to the in-

John Redmond Says Irishmen 
Are Proud St. Patrick’s Day 
Finds Ireland Full of Hope. 
Lord Dunraven No So Opti- 
mistic in Regard to Outlook. 


London, March 16—In honor of St. 
Patrick’s day and the near approach 
of home rule for Ireland, several of 
the Irish leaders tonight issued form- 
al statements and greetings on the oc- 
casion of the national anniversary. 
These included John B. Redmond, chair- 
man of the Irish parliamentary party 
and chairman of the United Irish 
League of Great Britain; William 
O’Brien, member of parliament for 
Cork, and leader of the independent 
nationalists, and Lord Dunraven, pres- 
ident of the Irish Reform Association. 

H. H. Asquith, prime minister, ana 
A. J. Balfour, ex-premier, and leader 
of the opposition in the house of com- 


mons, declined to make any statement 
on the probability of home rule, re- 
fusing to break the ironclad tradition | 
against cabinet members giving an in- 
terview. | 
Ireland Hopeful, Says Redmond. 
The signed statements follows: 


“Bt.. Patrick's day—the home rule 
bill will be introduced for Ireland next 
year, and after that great reforms de- 
manded by the democraciesof England, 
Scotland and Wales. We are proud 
that St. Patrick’s day, 1911, finds Ire- 
land full of hope and eager expecta- 
tion. We all believe that the parlia- 
ment bill be passed into law in a few 
weeks, and that thus the last obstacle 


to home rule will be removed. The 
breakdown of the house of lords’ bar- 
rier has been due to Ireland. One of 
our most powerful aids has been, ana 
is today, the sympathy of the American 
people. JOHN REDMOND.” 


O’Brien Speaks for Nationalists. 


“Cordial greetings to our faithful 
Kindred in America on the occasion 
of our national anniversary. Al] sec- 
tions of the nationalist party are 
ready for co-operation in testing to 
the uttermost Mr. Asquith’s home rule 
pledges. He is certain to offer a con- 
siderable measure of evolution next 
year, if his bill abolishing the lords: 
veto can be forced into law this ses- 
sion. Therefore, Mr. Redmond and the 
members of the ‘all-for-Ireland’ party 
are entirely as one in supporting the 
bill. ' 


“The difference between us is that 
Mr. Redmond’s friends believe thar | 
the veto bill and home rule can best 
be carried by constituting the Irish 
party, for all purposes and at any cost 
to Ireland in other matters, against 
the unionists. We, on the contrary, 
belleve that by involving Ireland in 
British party quarrela, we shall be 
making it impossible to carry home 
rule against the solid unionist oppo- 
sition and an Irish protestant minor- 
ity driven to bay. while, if Ireland’s 
strength was wisely employed, noth- 
ing would be easier than to bring 
about a settlement of both the lords 
and the home rule problems by genera! 
consent, in the better spirit which is 
now beginning to show itself in the 
unionist party and among our protest- 
ant countrymen. 

“The next six months will show 
which is the more far-seeing policy. 
In the meantime iet us alone hope 
for the best, but not hope for too much.

Southern Railway Shows 40 
Per Cent Increase in 
Georgia. 


That the farmers of Georgia are 
taking hold of the teachings of the 
scientists of the State Agricultural col- 
lege, and are preparing for a season 
of great activity, is indicated by fixures 
as to the fertilizer movement in the 
state, just compiled by the freight traf- 
fic department of the Southern Railwav 
Company for the period extending from 
January 1 to February 1 of this year 
in comparison with the same period in 
1910,, 

Statistics from the fifteen principal 
points on the lines of the Southern in 
Georgia show that in the period named 
this year there have been shipped to 
Georgia points 35,712 tons of commer- 
cial fertilizers as against 25.607 tons 
for the same period of 1910, an increase 
of 10,105 tons, or practically 40 per

It is believed that this increase in the 
use of commercial fertilizers is due to 
the determination of the farmers of 
Georgia to secure a larger yield per 
acre more than to any general increase 
in the acreage under cultivation.

FARM WAGES HIGHER IN 1910 
THAN IN THE LAST 45 YEARS 


Washington, March 16.—Higher 
wages were paid to American farm la- 
borers during 1910 than at any time 
in the last forty-five years, according 
to statistics just made public by the 
department of agriculture. The aver- 
age for the country was $27.50 per 
month during 1910, while twenty years 
ago it was only $18.83. With board, 
the average wage was $19.21. 

In some parts of the country the 
rate of wages of farm laborers was 
higher than in others. The highest 
was in Nevada, where the rate was $54, 
while in Montana and Washington it 
was $50. South Carolina paid the 
lowest rate, $16.50 a month. 

In the New England and north At- 
lantic states the average was $33.19, 
with Massachusetts paying the high- 
est, $87.20. With board the average 
was $21.65. 

In the south Atlantic states the 
average was $19.75, with West Virginia 


paying the highest, 339. With board, 
the average was $13.77. 

In the northern central states east 
of the Mississippi river the average 
was $31.81, with Wisconsin paying the 
highest, $37.25. With board the aver- 
age was $22.94. 

In the northern central states west 
of the Mississippi, the average was 
$35.45, with North Dakota paying tne 
highest, $42. With board, the average 
was $25.10. 

In southern central states the ave;- 
age was $31.80, with Oklahoma paying 
the highest, $28.10. With board, the 
average was $15.28. 

In the far western states the aver- 
age was $46.48, with Nevada paying 
the highest, $54. With board, the aver- 
age was $32.69.

In bringing this crushing indictment against the transporta- 
tion lines of the south, J. T. O;Dell and John F., Wallace, both 
famous engineers, are talking from practical knowledge and ex- 
tensive experience, and their words will carry great weight. 

Far from making adequate provision for the steady growth of 
the south, the big railroads of this section are even now unable 
to cope with their present traffic problems. — 

The Illinois Central, of which John F. Wallace was for four- 
teen years chief engineer and general manager, has expended in 
the last few years $100,000,000 on improvements and betterments. 
The great Pennsylvania railroad system has expended $500,000,000 
in ten years. 

The big trunk lines of the south have probably spent one per 
cent of this amount in the same period. 

The words of J. T. O’Dell, general manager of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, deserve study and reflection.

The railroads have it in their power to again become the lead- 
ers in the south’s development by providing the accommodations 
needed by business and industry. 

If they continue to lag behind, ignoring the possibilities for 
development, they will be a drag upon business development and 
prove an incubus to industrial expansion rather than an incentive 
to expansion. 

The resources are here, the capital is coming into view, the 
capacity to take advantage of business opportunities belongs to 
southern developers; yet with all that inducement, the railroads 
are declining to build for the future 

Another period of congestion like that of the early part of 1907 
would find them again unprepared, and the result would be wide- 
spread demoralization and financial loss. 

To quote again from Mr. O’Dell, “there is no other section of 
the United States in which the physical condition of the railroads, 
and the mileage of existing roads, are so inadequate to the situa- 
tion as in the southeastern states, from Virginia to the Mississippi 
river 

The railroads may be playing a game and looking for permis- 
sion to further advance passenger and freight rates on the plea of 
needing additional revenue to rebuild and reconstruct their lines. 
| But there 1s no disposition apparent on the part of either state 
or national bodies having supervision over rates to permit this in- 
crease.

BEWARE OF ABSTRACTORS 


Holders of insurance policies will do 
well to be wary of representatives of 
firms of so-called abstractors, who, ac- 
cording to Comptroller General Wii- 
liam A. Wright, insurance commission- 
er of the state, are now doing business 
in Georgia. 

For the purpose of advising the adn- 
wary the comptroller general issued 
@ statement Thursday in which he 
warns policy-holders to be very care- 
ful when approached by abstractors 
who endeavor to get the holder to 
change his policy by pointing out fiaws 
in it, and who charge a liberal fee 
for the service, whether their advice 
is taken or not. ' 

In his warning, which is issued to 
“policy-holders of level premium life 
insurance companies,” General Wright 
says: 

“I am informed that the representa- 
tives of a company of another state. 
called abstractors or auditors of 
life insurance contracts, have entered 


Georgia for business. In some of tne 
statee this business is prohibited by 


law, and in others is considered sa rep- 
rehensible Dy insurance commissioners 
that they have warned the public 
against it. 

“Under the laws of all the states 
level premium life insurance ecompa- 
nies are required to set aside a car- 
tain part of each premium as a reserve 
on the policy. These reserves increase 
year by year, and are in the nature 
of a trust fund, rendering the »).icv 
more valuable. If this were nor the 
case the annual premiums would npaec- 
essarily have to be increased year bv 
year, in order to meet the increase4 
HMability by virtue of increased aze off 
the policy-holder. 

“The methods employed by these 
people are very seductive and mis 
leading, and may involve great loss to 
the policy-holder who is induced te 
change the form of his policy or to 
switch it to some other company I 
might add that the people conducting 
this business require a pdolicy-holder 
to pay them 2 liberal fee for the so- 
called service rendered, which is pay 
able, whether they avail themselves of 
the information or not They are, 
therefore, not engaged in a philan- 
thropic work, but are here for what is 
in it for them without regard to the 
interest of the policy-holder, whicna 
fact should require the closest scrutiny 
of their methods.”

Berckmans, of thé Frultland Nurseries, 
stated this morning that because of 
the dry condition of tne atmosphere at 
this time he did not apprehend any 
material damage to the peach crop. 

Mr. Berckmans gaid that because the 
wind blew all of yesterday and last 
night that there was practically no 
moisture and a much colder spell wil! 
be required to kill the fruit than 
otherwise would. 

He sald that a temperature as low 
as 26 would probably cause some dam- 
age in the low orcharg lands, but 
that it would have to be much colder 
than at present to be of damage to 
the peach crop as a whole. 

Fruit Growers Greatly Alarmed. 

Macon, Ga., March 16.—-There was a 
decided drop in the temperature here 
last night, the government thermome- 
ter registering 32 degrees at an early 
hour today. Fruit men here are 
alarmed over the situation and are 
fearful of the killing frost that is 
predicted for tonight. Precautionary 


measures are advised by the weather 
bureau for people who have tender 
vegetation growing. 

Tennessee Fruit Greatly Damaged. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 16.—From 
reports from all over the state it seems 
that the fruit crop in Tennessee wae 
greatly damageg last night. Peachés 
and strawberries, it is thought, suf- 
fered most. At 6 o'clock this morning 
the thermometer registered 20 degrses 
above zero. 

Virginia Fruit Badly Hurt. 

Norfolk, Va., Maroh 16.—With a drop 
from balmy weather to 8 degrees be- 
low freezing last night the early fruit 
crop in this part of Virginia is believed 
to have been severely damaged. In 
the eastern Carolinas the potato crop 
is believed to have been severely in- 
jured. 

Fruft Killed at Mt. Airy. 

Mt. Airy, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)— 
The severe weather of last night com- 
pletely killed the peaches of this sec- 
tion. 

Damage Severe in Spalding. 

Griffin, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)— 
The fruit crop, which only a few weeks 
ago escaped with slight damage thé 
extreme cold weather that was preva- 
lent at that time, was damaged by the 
cold weather eWdmnesday night, in 
the opinion of many fruit growers in 
this section. Prominent among these 
is Colonel R. J. Redding, former dtrec- 
tor of the Georgia Experiment Station. 
and an experienced fruit grower, who 


says that the thermometer registered 
as low as 28 degrees, and that there | 
was a black frost.

DOCTORS TESTI 
IN COCA-COLA CAS 


| District Attorney Puts Phy- 


sicians Through Long. 
Line of Questioning. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 16.—Emi- 
nent physicians were again on the 
stand in the trial of the case of the 
United States v. a number of barrels 
and kegs of coca-cola, being heard in 
the federal court in this city. United 
States District Attorney James B. Cox 
and Special Assistant Attorney W. B. 
Miller put the doctors through a long 
line of questioning. 

The first witness of the day was 
Dr. John A. Witherspoon, professor of 
the medical department of Vanderbilt 
university, Nashville. Dr. Witherspoon 
testified that from his observation in 
his practice he had known of from 
thirty to forty cases where people 
have become addicted to the coca-cola 
habit, and that at least three of these 
have been taken to hospitals. He saia 
they suffered of nervousness, sleepless- 
ness and tindigestion. He declared 
that the whisky habit was easier to 
break than the coca-cola habit. . 

Much Coca-Cola Used in Alabama. 

Dr. James T. Searcy, general super- 
intendent of insane asyjums in Ala- 
bama, stated on the stand that he had 
under his supervision 2,160 insane per- 
sons and that insanity is rapidly on 
the increase in Alabama. He stated 
that the last census showed an in- 
crease of 16 per cent In population in 
Alabama, and that his records show an 
increase of 45 per cent In insane pa- 
tients, this increase caused, he thought, 
principally by nervousness and de- 
pression as a result of false stimula- 
tion. Pressed by the government dis- 
trict attorney, Dr. Searcy stated that 
coca-cola is largely used in Alabama. 

Dr. Louis LeRoy, vice president of 
the state board of health, of Memphis, 
testified in substance that in his opin- 
fon the use of coca-cola as sold in 
soda fountains was injurious and de- 
leterious to health: that it temporarily 
stimulates the system and the brain 
and he thought coca-cola had a tend- 
ency to habit-forming in nervous per- 
sons and children. 


Evatgelist Stuart on Stand. 


Rev. George R. Stuart, the evan- 
gelist. testifieq that he had observed 
the general use of coca-cola by chil- 
dren from the age of 10 years up and 
by others, the others indiscriminately 
in the soda fountains of the country. 

Dr. William F. Boos, of Boston, said 
he was a student of the chemistry of 
Life. He said that he had experiment- 
ed with coca-cola on animals and 
frogs. thereby learning, he declared, 
that caffeine, as used in coca-cola af- 
fected the spinal cord, Drain and heart, 
and that its use by human beings has 
a deleterious effect on mankind. 

Dr. Boos saig that caffeine in coca- 
cola contracts the heart. The doctor 
that in his opinion caffeine 
added to coca-cola would have a more 
deleterious effect on the human system 
than the natural caffeine in coffee. 

Dr. S. Solis Cohen, of Phisadelphia, 
and Dr. Wiley may be called to testify 
tomorrow.

OVER AQUEDUCTS 
THROUCH TUNNELS 


Sewer System’s Unusual 


Engineering Feats. 


At Some Points Intercepting 
Sewers Will Be High Up in 
the Air; at Others in Tunnels 
Under Hills---Points at Which 
Unusual Features Appear. 


Some very special engineering has 
been required to construct the three 
long intercepting sewers that will] 
connect the main trunk sewers with 
the disposal plants on Peachtree, In- 
trenchment and Proctor creeks. 

These three intercepting sewers are 
not, as might be imagined, just three 
ordinary sewers of concrete that. fol- 
low ravines. The sewers, in many in- 
stances, span deep gullies, with aque- 
ducts high in the air or tunnels 
through high hills. In one instance 
the sewer not only extends from hill- 
top to hilltop on an aqueduct, but over 
the aqueduct itse.:, there spans a 
bridge. 

It may have been possible for some 
of these sewers to follow the natural 
creek bottoms, but if they had been so 
constructed, t*cy woul@ dave beep 
much longer and would have cost a 
great deal more money. 

Aqueduct 300 Feet Long. 

The Butler street intercepting sewer 
that will connect the Butler street out- 
fall with the Peachtree creek disposa! 
plant, will have one aqueduct in the 
rear of E. R. DuBose’'s residence which 
will be 300 feet long and 20 feet high. 
It will look like a high, long bridge 
of reinforced concrete. The cost of 
the aqueduct will be $7,171, but the 
cost would have been many thousands 
of dollars more if the aqueduct had 
mot been bullt and the sewer had fol- 
lowed the ravine around the hills. 

In Ansley Park there will be a fill 
20 feet high. and this was made in 
place of constructing an aqueduct. 

On the Orme street sewer, which also 
makes connection with the Peachtree 
creek disposal plant, there wiil be an 
aqueduct across the Orme street branch 
on the Collier road, and over the aque- 
duct there will be built a bridge. The 
aqueduct will be 90 feet long and 20 
feet wide, and wil cost $7,409. 

On the Intrenchment creek sewer 
there will be an aqueduct over the 
Parker branch, which will be 250 feet 
long an” 25 feet high, and the cost 
will be $5,400. 

There will be only one short aque- 
duct on the Proctor street sewer where 
a span is made across a narrow 
branch. 

The aqueduct in the rear of Mr. Du- 
Bogse’s home will be built bythe Nich- 
olls Construction Company; that across 
the Collier road by the Meckels-Craw- 
ford Construction Company, and that 
on Imtrenchment creek by the Dysard 
Construction Company. 

Tunnelling of } iis. 

The tunnelling of high hills has pre- 
sented as much of an engineering 
problem as the construction of aque- 
ducts. 

On the Peachtree creek sewer there 
will be two long tunnels, one 500 feet 
and the other 300 feet in length. It 
was tnought less expensive to tunnel 
these hills than to go around them. 
The tunnels are first made by drawing 
away the earth and inserting the 
molds in which the concrete sewers 
will be made. This work is very te- 
dious. and takes much time. The sew- 
ers suddenly disappear at the foot 
of hills and then reappear hundreds of 
feet beyond. 

A tunnel will be built under the 
Seaboard Air Line railroad and under 
the Collier road on the Orme street 
sewer, each of the tunnels being a 
hundred feet in length.

Interest in the Bible conference at 
the Tabernacle remains unabated. and 
the auditorium of the church is 
thronged at every session with an at- 
tentive audience. 

Dr. G. Campbell Morgan's addresses 
prove the main feature of the confer- 
ence, but the lectures by other well- 
known churchmen attract crowds that 
test the seating capacity of the hall. 

At the morning session Thursday Dr. 
Morgan spoke on ‘“Christ’s Teaching 
About Angels.” giving his views about 
their nature and their duties 

Nature of the Angels. 

“There is but little information to be 
had@ from the Bible concerning the na- 
ty of the angels,” said Dr. Morgan, 
“but what we have is definite and en- 
lightening. 

“They are the atrect creation of God, 
wholly celestial and entirely different 
from men. They are immortal from the 
moment of their creation. but their 
knowledge is only of the things re- 
vealed to them. 

Among their duties, according to Dr. 
Morgen, is to minister to the faithful 
of the earth; they are the messengers 
from the living to the loved ones who 
are dead, and tell to them the things 
that will make them happy and help 
them in their heavenly vocations. 

The angels also minister to the lit- 
tle children, guard them and keep them 
from harm; the angels sing jfubilees 
over a soul redeemed; they bear heaven- 

ward the soul as it leaves the dying 
body. and they strengthen and guard 
the children of God during temptation. 

Dr. Kemp also spoke at the morning 
service. continuing his address on 
“Prayer Life,” “Elijah and the Gather- 
ing Crowd” being his special theme. Dr. 
Coburn discussed at length “The 
Prophet Hosea,” developing from that 
topic an intensely interesting address. 

Afternoon Services. 

The afternoon service was opened by 
congregational singing of all the old 
hymns, general interest being mani- 
fested in this phase of the meeting. 

After some t’me spent in this. Dr 
A. F. Robertson, of the Southern Theo- 
logical seminary, lectured on the say- 
ings of Paul, relating his talk espe- 
cially to the ministry.

When court opened the clerk resun- 
ed the reading of the long indictment 
of the 36 prisoners and this took up 
the whole forenoon, the monotony of 
the recital, however, being broken bv 
interruptions from the prisor@rs’ cage 
or by others in the room whose inter 
ests were in some manner involved. 


Aged Priest Visibly Affected. 


When the clerk read the passage re- 
ferring to the priest, Ciro Vitezzi, the 
aged prisoner, was visibly affected, and 
at the words “althevgh never con 
demand, Viezzi morally is a ceriminal,”’ 
he raised his eyes to heaven and mur- 
mured: 

“TI offer my sufferings to relieve souls 
in purgatory.” 

During the description of the murder 
of Genuare Cuoccele and his wife. 
Maria, “the beautiful Sorrentian,” Ma- 
riana de Gennaro, who is charged with 
being one of the actual assassins, rose 
from his heag in the steel pen greatly 
agitated. The reading clerk paused a 
moment and the prisoner, placing his 
hand over his heart and addressing his 
wife, who was among the spectator:, 
said: 

“I answer to you I am Ifmnnocent.” 

Protested Their Innocence. 

On another occasion de Angelfs and 
Amode protested thelr innocence and 
demanded redress for having been 
falsely involved by the priest Vitezzi. 
Their arrest was due to a declaration 
to the police by the priest and tn aid 
of Erricone, the alleged brains of the 
Camorra. 

When Erricone was first arrested 
Vitezzi, who ts his godfather, went to 
the authorities and with a great show 
of secrecy confided to them that he 
knew Erricone to be innocent, for the 
reason that another, one  <Ascrittere, 
had confessed to him that he had 
committed the double murder. 

Ascrittere was found to be a mem- 
ber of the Camorra and when pressed 
he denounced as the authors of the 
murders de Angelis and Amode, both 
criminals and then fugitives from jus 
tice. After a long search they were 
arrested. 

Fresh Knife Cut on Hand. 

De Angelis seemed more upset hv 
the accusation than Amode did. as the 
former already had been condemne:|! 
for crimes of blood, and !t so happene:! 
that at the time of the murder of the 
Cuocceles he had a fresh knife cut on 
the hand and at his home pbloodstainedc 
garments were found. These three me): 
were able to prove that the priest had 
sworn falsely and to establish their in- 
nocence of the Cuoccele crime, but 
were held as members of the Camorra 

In court they protested vehemently 
against having been detained at al! 
since their apprehenson was due to as 
sertions by a fellow-prisoner. now 
known to have been false. 

Erricone, whose proper name jis Fin- 
rico Alfano, does not take kindly to 
newspaper artists. One of the latter 
snapped his picture today as the pris- 
oners were being brought Into court. 
When the bandit chief learned that the 
photograph was for a paper hostile tv 
the Camorra, he spat in the face of 
the photographer and in a rage swore 
that he would kick the man “Into the 
next world.” Erricone’s shackles pre- 
vented the execution of this threat.

There is no use in trying to get 
eomething for nothing, and nowhere 
does this apply with more force than 
in the buying of standard bred fowls. 

One reason for its special applica- 
tion in this case is the fact that in 
nearly every instance the buyer of 
stock must make his purchase and 
pay his money before he sees what he 
is to get for it. 

Stock of a certain quality is worth 
A corresponding and fixed price. 
There are certain elements of time, 
labor and sxill. involved im the pro- 
duction of good fowis which fix the 
cost of them. Their product as breed- 
ing birds and the production of eggs 
for hatching, which have a market 
price, also places a staple value upon 
them. It is trie that occasionally a 
breeder may be found who for some 
reason may be willing to sacrifice 
stock at prices below its real value, 
but these exceptions should not be 
used as a basis for estimating prices 
that should generally rule 


A buyer should make up his mind 
in advance of receiving the birds that 
the seller is not in the business for 
his health and that he is not going 
to ship one man for $5.00 a bird that 
he can get $10.00 for from another. 
One very bad habit that many buy- 
ers have, is to write for prices, dce- 
scribing a bird of medium quality, 
and then when sending the money 
state that the bird must possesr a 
certain excellence of points of per- 
fection that were not specified in the 
correspondence which influenced the 
seller when naming his price. Buyers 
of this class seem to have the idea 
that in this way they can coerce the 
Seller into sending a better bird than 
the one originally priced. But the 
bluff does not work and the buyer 
gets just what his money pays for 
and just what the seller agreed to 
send, and then comes trouble. The 
thing to do is to tell the seller exact- 
ly what is wanted. Have all of the 
details thoroughly understood and se- 
cure a definite description of the 
stock. Then get the price and if you 
pay for it and fail to get what 
you ordered, you have recourse on the 
seller, 

Must Exercise Judgment. 


Another point to remember in de- 
ciding what is a fair price, is that 
the novice in poultry raising or those 
woh are not famillar with conditions 


of production and demand are not in| 


a position to intelligently pass judg- 
ment on what is a fair price. The be- 
ginner may look upon $3.00 as an out- 
rageously high price for a chicken but 
after he gets deep into the business 
of producing stock such as is requir- 
ed to win at the winter shows, $3.00 
will then look to him Itke thirty 
cents does now. Be liberal. there- 
fore, in your views and do not expect 
» get a 95-point bird for a few dol- 
bts. Take the pains to ascertain the 
srage price of birds of certain qual 
Aby writing to the leading breeders 
reconcile yourself to paying 
or dont buy the stock. 
* you do, don't expect a good 
price of a cull, don't try 
by various schemes to get a better 
bird than you pay for and don’t kick 
if you get picked up at your own 
game.

2. They are good to set, making the 
best of mothers, and forage well for 
their chicks, and will begin laying 
again before weaning her chicks, which 
she usually does at five weeks, on an 
average. 

3. I have had them to commence lay- 
ing at five months old. This is too 
early. Six or seven months is better 
as too early laying retards growth, and 
they never attain their proper size 
when they lay early. 

4. That man don’t live who can 
truthfully answer this question, for it 
depends on ‘he man, the feed, the 
strain, housings and surroundings. In 
one person’s hands they might lay 
175 eggs and in another’s the same 
hen would only lay 75 or 100 eggs, It’s 
all in knowing how. 

6. There are lots of this breed here 
in the south, and you can buy them 
lat almost “any old price.”
